Thi f ipfdiet.cv of in utrrluid miilr lo 
Port Kwijgl>-ti Wis finl : \f the lubjecl 
of te^iaUitve tnquitjr in the? )*ar ikci, 
during Ibc muden ifuion o( iht? tint 
Lfl>nl»live tjody m New South Wale* in 
wbirh ihe nenple were in itnr tlegjte con- 
.luntionally rrpmrnlrd. Tu thr bonuur 
or (hit budir will it be mnrdrd by many a 
future hifituri&D, and Fhotinlfd many 
an Auilrslian lyrut, that two mutittii had 
Lurrly eUrned from thr rirat day of their 
blitig, when they originated an en- 
quiry into the iliataticr uf that purtitrti of 
l he territory uf which it may now be 
laid with little duulit, that, in relation lo 
whaieirr elae il k nowu of thii vut cunti- 
Rental isle, il it " the gluiy uf nil lanJl " — 
the Canaan of New HLiitand. 

Thia iqifstigation, which haj been m 
triumphBDlly follunrd out by the cnlrr- 
pri.inj; LtiLiiKianT, had in view Ino du- 
ll nci though »a.ociated objecla— namely, 
tu ascertain honr far the rrfriani north 
and Dorth-veit ■ f Lhe Uultng anj Ihr 
Mureton Bay country are available for r.u- 
lutiiuttion ; and rrhal advamagei may be 
derived to uurctinirlierceandtoour laLuur- 
market from the geographical vicinities of 
our norlJjtrn cuasti.

the south. Hii survey hw, of rourw, been 
tnpid and cursory, and it remains fur 
future investigation, conducted aim more 
leisurely pace, and pushed into minuter 
ramifications, to fill up the outlines he 
his sltetched with to Inild aud so masterly 
a hand. Those outlines indicate, how- 
ever, a magnificent piclure. They sug- 
gest to the imagination a land of min- 
gled sulilimilt and beauly , a i n,.! uf ma- 
jeitic riveri and graceful atrearni , ' a land 
of Lruoka uf Htter, of fountains and 
drplhi that spring out of Ttlleyiand hills . 
a land (prospectively) uf wheal, and bsr- I 
ley. and vines, and tig-ireri, and purae- 
gnnatei , a land of oil-oUvej and honey , 
a laud wherein thou shall eat bread srith- 
out scarceness j a Land whose atones are 
iron, and out of whose hilt* thou mayeri 
dig brass/ 

Let us string together t few uf the 
"orient peailt' wilb which his narra- 
tive in Thursday 'a BtraU is enriched. 
Leaving the Mackenzie at lat 23 21, he 
pattri uvrr plains of rich blarlc soil, 
" tome of the Jitieit country, wilb rich 
grass and herb), plenty of water, open 
furest and plaim, wilh honey, sweet as 
that of Hjmrltus, wilh plenty of game, 
i he air fragrant with thy me and irtarjorari). ' 
At Peak Range, hi Is! 22 S«. ' a series of 
magmftcrnt cunra and ranges,' rising frum 
1 a ftne tahle land,' whose plains uf ' rich 
black soil are covered with luxuriant 
grail and herbs,' he beholds a country 
than, w hich none can be ' better adapted 
for pastoral purpoaei.' Here 'numerous 
creeks go down lo the eastward,' 
many of which are provided with water- 
holes of a peculiar character, bring 
' generally rocky basins.' Between lal. 

anJ ?f23, he meets with creek), 
oneof which he namesllugh'aCreek, where 
he first observes ' the drooping iea-l rre . 
which he aftrwarda finds at every creek 
and every river: 'it w» generally thf 
companion at water, and ita drooping 
foliage gave a nth shade.' Here alto he 
Hndi ' ■ new species of gum, which he 
called poplar gum, a* its leaf and it. foli- 
age resemble tery much, in form and 
verdure, the trembling poplar of Earop*..' 
In lat. 23-11, he comes upon plum, be- 
tween two ranges, which 1 belong to the 
finest country they had met, and are 
highly adapted for any pastoral purposes, 
particularly for the breeding or cattle and 
horses.' In lat. 2137, 1 Ibere is a most 
magnificent sheet of water, like a little 
lake in its bed.' On the bank, of ihe 
Suitor, one of the nearly waterless rivers 
he diicoterrd, are fine flats, whose 1 grasses 
are very eariousand dense , there i. par- 
ticularly one grass, the oaten t-russ of the 
Itaackt. (another of his riven,) nhich 
grows lo a considerable height, and the 
stem of which is very juicy and sweet. 
Hut besides this, there ate at least twenty 
different grasses, with various herbs which 
cattle and horses were fond to feed upon.

Creeks pro- 
v.ded with water-holes, ..th broad sandy 
beds, lined with casuarinai, are numer- 
ous.' At various latitudes, enumerated iu 
the narrative, ' large creeks and titer* 
join ihe Nurdekln ' In lat. 1 § 18, h* 
eniers ' a large valley with nungemui la- 
gutms / and after attending the basaltic 
r.dgea, which Jiailly surround the val- 
ley, they find themselves ' on a level 
eo unity .openly timbered, nth fine plains. 



beautifully grjuwetl, of great Mtent, well 
.pmuded tilth water along ibe creeks, the 
bruuka, aud the river, but in the. dry ira- 
^so.i waterless in its centre. This country 
f is a lalieru for cattle and sheep atationi ; 
the elevation uf il (at least 2000 lo 2800 
feet abo^e the level of the sea) render) il 
cool and fit fur iheep , the ground is tound, 
th* forest very open.' In lal. |7 3S he 
meets with a river which he namei the 
Lynd, and follows down to IS'SO. 1 where 
it joins a river coining from the eait. The 
I.ynd worka its way in a north-westerly 
course, through a' very mountainous 
country. There is, however, plenty of 
graai and water lo feed any number of 
cattle or ho rata which might be driven 
down lo the gulph. tieveral big run- 
ning creeki come in from the westward.' 
From latitude I6 30 to li'M he tra- 
velled along ' a line river with ■ running 
sl.eain, now narrow and .hallow, now 
•welling into hoe long sheets of water.' 
lie called it the Mitchell, i n honour of Sir 
Tuums Ajtheyprocetdeddownlhii tiver. 
' lagoons became larger and larger, and 
more frequent ; the cuiintry improved, the 
plains grew bigger, Ihe furest land richer, 
reretiing further fruni Ihe river.' It is to 
be lam e ■ ted that, o iv ing tut he insufficiency 
of his provisions, our traveller was unable 
to follow the Mitchell up to its source. 
' Plains, open forest land, lagoons, full of 
fish and covered wnh ihe broad leaves of 
iliowy bluasunu of nympbaa, ga« a great 
variety to this fine country, well adapted 
for the breeding of cattle, and particularly 
horses, though deficient or good limber.' 

We must now pauie awhile , but we 
cannot neglect ihe present opportunity of
